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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/21/08 
has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I (claims 1-4) and II (claims 6-24) are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
improvement circuitry in the combination invention does not rely upon the specific 
details of the improvement circuitry in the subcombination invention. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as image combining operation. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
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subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 04. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 6-24 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kim 
(6,697,122). 
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Regarding claim 1 , Kim discloses a switched input (TV mode or video mode), an 
at least one of video improvement circuitry and transcoder circuitry (206-210), and a 
switch (201-205). The switch includes a synchronizing signal detecting unit 204 for 
sensing a presence of a signal on the switched input (TV mode or Video mode inputs) 
by detecting the sync signals of the input video signal, and a control unit 202 for 
selecting the appropriate processing circuit for processing the input video signal 
according to the detected sync signals. 

Regarding claim 2, the TV mode or video mode meets the internal media as 
claimed. The receivers and players of above modes are intended to installed either 
internal or external of the TV apparatus. The locations of these devices do not carry 
any patentable weight. 

Regarding claim 3, see key input 201 . 

Regarding claim 4, the key input unit 201 is intended to control the switches 
remotely. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 10/28/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Kim does not disclose the switch as 
claimed, the Examiner disagrees. As set forth in the rejection above, Kim clearly 
discloses a switch (202-205) including a synchronizing signal detecting unit and a 
control unit, which meets the input signal sensing function and the switching function as 
claimed. Since applicant fails to overcome the prior art, the rejection stands. 
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Conclusion 

7. This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 1 0/665,930. All claims are 
drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
